The food that friends brought us 
at a time when we felt little interest 
in our own well being. 

The magnificent flowers both at 
the funeral and at our house. 

The care and responsiveness with 
which the funeral services were 
structured as we felt Marilyn would 
have wanted it. The musicians who 
sang and played the music she loved 
to sing. My brother who left a host of 
responsibilities to be with us, 
console us and give his insight into 
the child we loved into the words he 
spoke for her at the service. 


The compassionate people who — 


came to the funeral of a young 
woman many did not know and had 
never met. To all we are eternally 
grateful.

Dear Miss Murphy: 

Betty Mead of the Placentia 
Courier sent me a copy of your letter 
as she knows that I am writing a 
history of Placentia, after publishing 
the Child’s version some time ago. I 
was reference librarian at Placentia 
Public Library for years before 
retiring. Fullerton is three miles 
from Placentia. 

I have tried very hard to find out 
why Mrs. McFadden chose the 
name Placentia, but even her 
children, Carrie and Robert, (who 
died this year, I knew him,) said that 
they did not know. leven employed a 
genealogist to trace her family to see 
if there was a connection with 
Newfoundland, but he found that 
they had been in New York State and 
Massachusetts for generations, so 
that did not seem probable. He did 
say that some of her ancestors had 
been Loyalists who fled to Canada 
after the American Revolution, later 
returning to Massachusetts. He also 
suggested that Mrs. McFadden may 
have been told about the Island of 
Placentia in Maine, as it was once a 
well-known resort. 

Sarah Jane (Earl) McFadden was 
born 22 Jan. 1846 in New London, 
Ohio. The daughter of William 
Lyman Earl and Harriett Kilburn. 
She came to California in the early 
1860s and taught school in Alameda. 
There she met William McCormick 
McFadden, another teacher, and 
married him on 18 Dec. 1866. He 
was born in 1840 in McKees Rocks, 
Pennsylvania of farming parents.

About the time of the publication 
of the bookJet ‘‘Placentia - Around 
the World’’ I had quite an 
extensive series of correspondence 
with Thomas O’Keefe who was at 
the time the Tqwn Clerk of 
Placentia, Newfoundland, and who 
like myself was to some degree a 
buff on the history of Placentia. In 
fact, it was Mr. O’Keefe who tipped 
me on the Island of Placentia off the 
coast of Maine and the Palace of 
Placentia in Greenwich England. 
This clue led me to a long series of 
correspondence with librarians in 
the State of Maine and eventually 
with the sole occupants of the Island, 
a Mr. and Mrs. Kellum, who at one 
time resided in Southern California. 
In addition, after many letters to 
England, | was able to put together a 
good summary of the Palace of 
Placentia which had as its occupants 
people like Henry VIII and Queen 
Elizabeth. I will be happy to share 
this information with your for your 
archives. 

As far as the Placentia on the 
Hudson, here again I can save you 
some trouble since I have traced the 
information back to the original 
owners, one of whom was Dr. Bard 
the personal physician of General 
George Washington at one time. 
This information also] will send you.

This land was a Mexican land 
grant to Juan Pacifico Ontiveros in 
1837. In 1863 he sold most of it to 
Abel Stearns, a large land owner and 
a few years later the Stearns’ lands 
were subdivided and William 
McFadden at the urging of friends 
bought ninety acres and built a 
home. He and Sarah Jane helped to 
start the first school here, it was 
called the Cajon School, but when 
the trustees moved it, they wanted a 
better name and asked Mrs.

of the facts mentioned above as well 
as updating the original book. 

You may be interested to know the 
first book was translated into Italian 
and run as a series in the Piacenza 
newspaper, Liberta, over several 
months a few years ago. Last 
summer, a number of students from 
Piacenza and their advisors visited 
Placentia, California for a week or 
so, and this summer, plans are 
underway for a group of Placentia 
students to visit Piacenza for a 
similiar period. If you would like, I 
would be happy to see that you get 
copies of the press clipping of the 
event when it takes place. 

As far as Sara Jane McFadden is 
concerned, I am afraid that I am not 
going to be of much help. The 
former publisher of the Placentia 
Courier was of the opinion that she 
originally came from the State of 
Maine which possibly could explain 
why she picked the name for our 
community, but that has not been 
confirmed. Further, her grandson 
who no longer lives in the 
community was interviewed a 
number of years ago, but he could 
shed no light on why his 
grandmother had selected’ the 
name. 

Incidentally, the publisher of 
Liberta has told me that there are 
several other smaller Placentias in 
Italy, one of which he has written up 
as part of the series that he did. I will 
see that you get a copy of that also 
for your archives. 

I am happy to have the 
opportunity to once again open the 
doors of communication with 
Placentia Newfoundland and _ will 
transmit under separate cover 
copies of the information described 
above. 

I hope to hear from you further on 
the subject in the future.

the second bond between various 
Placentias in recent time. Another 
with Piacenza, Italy is _ still 
flourishing after youngsters from 
that city made a visit here last year. 
This will soon be _ reciprocated 
around June 15 when 22 students 
and ten adults make a return call on 
their Italian hosts. 

That sentimental journey under 
the supervision of Mrs. Eva (Curtis) 
Carter will land the local youngsters 
first in Zurich, Switzerland then on 
to Piacenza, Venice, Florence, 
Milan and Rome, where the 
Placentia visitors will share a private 
audience with the Pope. 

But the three far distant 
Placentias have little in common 
except their names. The picture of 
Placentia, Newfoundland is of a 
quiet beach, surrounded by spruce 
covered hills. The guardian of the St. 
Lawrence River at one time in its 
history, the city has been considered 
as point in its tempestuous 
history for the control of 
Newfoundland. It is on the east side 
of Placentia Bay on the south coast of 
Newfoundland. 


Both the English and French have 
fought to control it and the bounty of 
its fishing has attracted many 
nationalities to its shores, according 
to information forwarded by Ms.

There is now a beautiful 
chalet set into the hill and a paved 
road leading to the site. The view 
from the hilltop is magnificent,’’ 
Ms. Murphy describes.

Murphy further explains, was 
prompted by a clipping from the 
newspaper and a copy of Victor 


Michel’s book ‘‘Placentia Around 
the World.”’ 

Author Michel quickly correspon- 
ded to Ms. Murphy’s invitation with 
information concerning additional 
Placentias.

Virginia Carpenter, author of ‘‘A 
Child’s History of Placentia’’, also 
has corresponded with Newfound- 
land and_ included’ extensive 
information on Sarah Jane McFad- 
den.

A letter from local historian 
George Key, sent to Ms. Murphy 
and containing some intriguing 
insights into historic events in this 
area, will be carried in The Courier 
next week. : 

Placentia, Newfoundland was 
probably named as early as 1510 by 
the Basques who loved to fish there. 
The name may originally have been 
‘‘Placenta’”’ after a town named by 
Caesar on the Bay of Biscay, a brief 
history of the area shows.

Local Hospital 
Is Accredited 


Placentia-Linda Community Hos- 
pital has been accredited by the 
Joint Commission on Accreditation 
of Hospitals (JCAH) according to A. 
Walter . Hoover, M.D. Acting 
Program Director. 

This accreditation, which covers a 
two-year period, is the result of an 
on-site survey made by field 
representatives of the Joint 
Commission’s Hospital Accredita- 
tion Program (HAP). Accreditation 
indicates that this facility has chosen 
to operate according to standards set 
by JCAH and that the facility has, in 
the main, met these standards. 

The standards, published as the 
Accreditation Manual for Hospitals, 
set forth optimal achievable goals of 
excellence against which a facility 
can measure itself and be measured 
by the Joint Commission’s survey. 

Placentia-Linda Community Hos- 
pital is one of approximately 4,800 
general hospitals throughout the 
United States that have earned this 
recognition. There are approximate- 
ly 7,150 hospitals in the U.S. 

The Joint Commission’s accredi- 
tation surveys are voluntary. It is not 
legally necessary for a hospital to be 


accredited, but health care facilities 
have sought accreditation because it 
represents a benchmark of quality 
that is higher than governmental 
licensure alone. The chief aim of the 
Hospital Accreditation Program, 
one of four such programs under the 
JCAH umbrella, is to help hospitals 
in their pursuit of excellence and 
thereby provide a higher quality of 
care to patients. The program also 
seeks to recognize, and to identify 
for the public, those facilities which 
meet its standards. 

The Joint Commission began in 
1918 under the auspices of the 
American College of Surgeons. It 
was incorporated in 1951 with the 
support of its present member 
organizations: the American College 
of Surgeons, the American College 


of Physicians, the American 
Hospital Association, and the 
American Medical Association. 


JCAH is a Chicago-based, non- 
governmental, not-for-proft organi- 
zation. In addition to hospitals, it has 
programs for the accreditation of 
long term care facilities, psychiatric 
facilities, and facilities for the 
mentally retarded. 


GOPs Aid Reagan Headquarters 


The California Republican As- 
sembly, a club-type organization, 
has endorsed Ronald Reagan as the 
Republican nominee for the 
presidency of the United States, 
Andy Alberti, Placentia, chairman 
of the campaign organization 
reports.

Nestande, the only Republican 
running in the primary, however, 
would be endorsed in the final 
election June 8, Alberti indicated.

74th assembly district. 

‘‘l am talking to legal counsel and 
to the Chief of Police in Santa Ana 
comcerning theft charges,’’ Briggs 
stated. Briggs contends that his 
callers simply say ‘‘Republican 
headquarters...they didn’t say 
Central Committee Headquarters.”’ 

‘I’m bristling mad,’’ the 
senatorial aspirant reports. 

Alberti also indicates he is talking 
to his attorney because of what he 
contends to be unfair campaign 
practices. There are indications this 
week that Alberti will seek a 
preliminary injunction to enjoin the 
Santa Ana facility from using the 
identification ‘‘Republican Head- 
quarters’. 

‘‘Frankly it disappoints me when 
politicians run their campaigns that 
way,’’ Alberti explains. ‘‘If that is 
the way they campaign, what can we 
expect from them when they serve,”’ 
he questions. 

Alberti said that he felt that 


Briggs, however, may not know 
what is going on in day to day 
practice in his headquarters and is 
more inclined to fault his managers. 
‘However, a legal clarification has 
to be made,”’ Alberti outlined. He 
objects to the words Republican 
Headquarters rather than the name 
of the individual candidates. 


‘I’m elected by the people in the 
party to see that candidates run 
responsible campaigns,’’ Alberti 
explains. ‘‘Using the Republican 
party’s name asa part of the primary 
campaign pitch is kind of shady. We 
simply have to come up with a legal 
definition. It has nothing to do with 
who the candidates are.”’ 

There were reports also that four 
or five candidates in the primary 
have filed compalints on the basis 
that there is a violation of state or 
federal statutes in the practices now 
being conducted at the campaign 
headquarters.
